DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 8-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose that invention as claimed. Applicant's 
argument filed 7/20/08 is persuasive. References to the Jayantha's 327 and Liu's 499 are the 
closest prior arts however they fails to disclose the limitation that an air guiding device to direct 
the airflow, wherein the air guiding device comprises a cover plate that separates an air suction 
side and an air release side, the cover plate coaxially enclosing the shaft and providing a central 
aperture to define a flow channel in the vicinity of the shaft and in conjunction with other 
limitation in the claims. The main reference of Javantha discloses that the fan disposed on top 
and radially exhausts the heated air away from the heat source while the secondary reference to 
Liu has an element (13) to direct air toward the heat sink. Therefore, it is not obvious to one skill 
in the art to combine the reference together. Furthermore, the X reference in the international 
report does not disclose the limitation cited above.
